know how the senate would re- 
ceive it, and I don't think 
president would sign It," Shallen- 
berger answered. 


•"But don't you think that, with 


a new administration coming in 
we might bring it up and get the 
country interested?1' 


"First, you have got to get a 


bill that the new administration 
will agree upon, and that might 
be- a little difficult," Shallenbcr- 
ger snid.

Gigantic Development Planned 
by F.D.R. to Reclaim Southland 


Power, Keclamation, Keforestation,.FJood Control and 


Farms for Poor, Features of Tennessee River Val- 


Jey Scheme Which Would Employ 200,000. 


AREA. AFFECTED BV PROPOSED DeveivoEKEicra.1. 


The most elaborate project of planning ever attempted by the Federal 
Government was recently announced by President-elect Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, who intends to submit his program to Congress in the early 
days of bis administration. The. plan, which would affect ten States, 
ties the problems of conservation, reforestation, flood control, the crea- 
tion of new power units and the reclamation of useless land into one 
great unit, which Mr. Roosevelt i» confident would be solved by the 
adoption of his plan, the essential features of which are as follows: 
Taking the entire Tennessee River Valley, covering an area of some 
640,000 square miles, a unified system will be worked out for creating 
new power reserves to provide cheap electric current. The Tennessee 
River and its tributaries would be controlled to prevent floods, large 
tracts of land would be reclaimed, and an extensive program of refores* 
tation undertaken. Mr. Roosevelt points out that we already have a 
good start in the Muscle Shoals power plant, which cost the govern- 
ment $165,000,000 and is now lying idle. If Congress approves the plan, 
the reforestation angle of the scheme would put from 50,000 to 75,000 
men to work within the year. More than 200,000 would be employed 
when the project was started in real earnest. The cost of the monu- 


mental development would possibly reach the billion dollar figure.

GENEVA, Switz., Feb. 6.—(ff)— 
The League of Nations committee 
of 19, which has been seeking a 
solution to 
the Manhattan

pute, has agreed that the recom- 
mendations it is preparing should 
be

upon 
a declaration 


against recognition of the state of 
Manchukuo and upon other prin- 
ciples proposed in the report of 
the Lytton commission. 


The work of drafting these rec- 


ommendations 
has been 
turned 


over to the same sub-committee of 
nine which drew up other parts 
of the report. Its members seem- 
ed inclined to proceed with 
tho 


formulation of a firm policy. 
It was agreed the report should 


recommend that no member 
of 


the League should recognize Man- 
chukuo and that League members 
should refrain from any co-opera- 
tion with that state. 


The committee decided also to 


circulate recommendations to ths 
United States and Russia with a 
v,iew to gaining the support of 
those non-member countries. 
The 


recommendations, in effect, would 
be requests that Russia and Amer- 
ica join in the declaration against 
recognition of Manchukuo.
